Chapel Says Legislature May Try To Gerrymander His 46th District

There are two kinds of reap-

portionment of the Legislature
now being publicly discussed.
One is the proposed reappor-
tionment of the California
Stale Senate, which \ve shall
not discuss this week, and the
other is the reapportionniont of
the entire California Legisla­
ture, which is the principal
subject of this week's column.

During 1000. the United 
States government takes the 
"federal decennial census" 
which merely means the cen­ 
sus taken every 10 years. After 
this census is completed, the 
California State legislature in 
the regular general session of
1961, which begins the first
Monday in January .and ex­
tends into June, 1961, will re-
apportion the whole stole., that
is, cut it up into Congressional
Districts. Assembly Districs, 
and State Senate Districts. The
purpose is to provide adequate
representation in I lie House of
Representatives of the U. S.
Congress on a population basis,
and also to insure that mem­

bers of the Assembly, Califor­
nia State legislature, will each
represent about the same num­
ber of people. This is the the­
ory. The practice is much dif­
ferent.

«  
Till: SEVENTEENTH Con­

gressional District, represented
by the Honorable Cecil R. King,
Democrat, of Inglewood, has
about 798.000 people in it.
whereas the Twentieth Con­
gressional District represented 
by the Honorable If. Alien 
Smith, Republican, of Glendale, 
has about 277,000 people in it. 

After the 1900 census, the 
legislature will carve up the 
state into new Congressional 
Districts and this will probab­
ly result in California sending
at least five and possiblv seven
additional members of Con­
gress to Washington. Califor­
nia's gain in Congressmen is
offset bv other states losing 
seats in the House of Repre­
sentatives.

Since the legislature carves
out the new Congressional Dis­
tricts, setting the boundaries.
it is possible that the Congres­

sional Districts will be design­
ed to elect additional Demo­
crats by means of "gerryman­
dering", which means arrang­
ing Congressional Districts so
that there will be a majority
of registered Democrats in
each of the Congressional Dis­
tricts. This is feasible because
the California Slate Legisla­
ture is controlled by the Dem­
ocratic parly.

* * *
TURNING NOW to the Cali­ 

fornia State Legislature, the 
Seventeenth Congressional Dis­ 
trict has three Assmbly Dis­ 
tricts. Some Congressional Dis-. 
tricts have only two Assembly 
Districts. I represent the 40th 
Assembly District, and am the
only Republican elected to a
strictly partisan office during
about 20 years. The Honorable
Clayton A. Dills. Democrat,
represents the 07th Assembly
District. The Honorable Vin­ 
cent Thomas, Democrat, repre­
sents the 68th Assembly Dis­
trict.

Taking the estimated present
copulation of the Seventeenth
Congressional District at about

701UKH) people, and dividing
this number by three, we have
2(ir),()()(), which is the number
of people 1 should represent if
the three Assembly Districts
each had the same number of
people.

Actually, Hie number of reg­
istered voters in the 46th As­
sembly District is about 133,-
000 at the present time, and it
is growing every day because
most people want to live in my
district, not because of me, but 
because there are jobs here, 
lovely views, fine homes, and 
an air of tranquility, interrupt­ 
ed only by airplane noises, 
which is a federal and not a 
state problem.
